ASK POWERS FOR GUARDS. 


Corrupt Officials in Kwangsi Province 
| Sent Into Exile. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 7.—Word has 
reached here from Pekin that a rising sim- 
ilar to the boxer outbreak is imminent and 
that the foreign legations are so greatly 
rmed that they have asked their govern- 
ents for protection. 
The report comes from Pekin through a 
i-official paper published at Blagoves- 
tchensk, which says: 
“The legations have again taken precau- 
ons tor eventualities. Quantities of pro- 
isions have been hurriedly stored in the le- 
tion buildings and the guards have been 
reinforced. The European governments have 
received disquieting information.”’ 
The same paper says it is credibly reported 
that the American legation at Pekin has ur- 
gently asked assistance from Washington. 
Popular feeling. in China is once more assum- 
ing a highly dangerous character, and a fatal 
explosion may result at any time. 


Corrupt Officials Cashiered. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

| PEKIN, July 7.—Maladministration, cor- 
ruption, and bribery among the officials of 
the province of Kwangsi, which has result- 
ed in the failure for more than a year to 
suppress the rebellion In that province and 
which has caused France to threaten to 
interfere unless the revolt was arrested, cul- 
minated today in the eashiering by the 
throne of all the highest officials in the prov- 
ince. This includes the governor and the 
commandoer-in-chief, and the exiling with 
further punishment to hard labor a general 
and a taotai who plundered the people. 

The Chinese at Tien Tsin are complaining 
bitterly that the Russians are continuing to 
commandeer fodder, mules, and carts be- 
yond the great wall. The Russian troops en- 
camped at Liang Hen Kwang: have com- 
mandeered eighty carts to convey supplies of 
wheat to their forces on the Yalu. 


Japan Demands Indemnity. 

Formal demand has been made by Japan 
through her commissioner at Shanghai 
for payment of the deficiency in the 
semi-annual installment of her indemn- 
ity claims July 1 because payment was 
made in silver. This is a supplementary 
move on the part of that country to insist on 
strict dealing with China. The Japanese 
government regards this as of more serious 
importance than the other powers. 

While the United States and England pre- 
serve an independent and reserved action in 
regard to the Manchurian complications 
Japan frequently has warned Ching, head 
of the Chinese foreign office, against secret 
dealing with Russia. ‘ 

No joint action has been taken by the min- 
isters in regard to the evacuation of Man- 
ahuria. 


Not. Confirmed at State Department. 

Washington, D.C., July 7.—{ Special. }—Ofi- 
clals of the state department have no infor- 
mation confirming the statements in Russian 
newspapers that another uprising against 
foreigners: is expected in Pekin. They deny’ 
unequivocally that the American legation at

CASSINI HAS ASCARE. 


Mob of Longshoremen Taken by 
Him for Anarchists. 


SEEKS SAFETY IN FLIGHT. 


Were Only After an Italian Who Had 
Stabbed One of Them. 


New York, July 7.—[Special.]—Count Cas- 
Russian ambassador to the United 
States, thought he was being pursued by 
anarchists today just before he sailed for 
home on the Kronpring Wilhelm. He was 
taking lunch at a hotel in Hoboken, when a 
mob of 50U longshoremen surrounded the 
hotel and rushed through the building in 
search of a man who had stabbed one of their 
number. 

The count made haste to leave the table 
at which he had been seated and asked the 
hotel employés to take him to a secluded 
place where he would be safe. He said he 
was sure the mob was a party of anarchists 
who wereafter him. He appeared to be much 
agitated and decidedly nervous over the 
situation. 

The trouble which aroused the count’s ap- 
prehensions started at the North German 
pier. Just after the longshoremen completed 
loading the Kronprinz Wilhelm there was a 
free fight een the Germans and Italians. 
Finally one of the Italians drew his cotton 
hook from his belt and cut a German se- 
verely in the back. The Italian started ona 
run up Third street, with at least 500 angry 
German longshoremen after him. When he 
reached the side entrance to the hotel at 
Hudson and Third streets he dodged into the 
building. About half the mob rushed into 
the hotel through the entrance by which the 
Italian had entered, while others ran around 
to the Hudson street side. | , 

Count Cassini and a party of six friends 
were seated ata table on the veranda of the 
hotel, right at the Hudson street entrance. 
The mob that rushed through the hotel 
brushed against their table and came near 
overturning it, compelling these who had 
been seated there to take refuge in a corner. 

Meanwhije the elevator boy had found the 
Italian concealed in a corner of the elevator. 
Special Policeman Pohl grabbed the Italian 
and started to take him out of the hotel. 
The mob threatened to lynch him. Pohr 
finally led the Italian to a police station, foi- 
lowed by the angry Germans, who continued 
to Geclare they would lynch the man. 

. Attempts to interview the ambassador aft- 
er the excitement subsided proved a failure. 


SCORES PUBLIC MONUMENTS. 


Mrs. Herman Hall of Chicago Refers to 
Granite Perpetuations as 
“Effigies.”’ 


Buffalo, N. Y.. July 
Herman Hall of Chicago tonight condemned 
the placing of monuments in public parks. 
In an address before the convention of the 
American Park and Outdoor Art association 
she satirized the placing of monuments 
in parks, referring to them as “ effigies.” 
She said that if these granite perpetua- 
tions of musicians, and sculptors, and sol- 
diers, and others who have passed had to be 
in parks, it was wise to conceal them in 
thickets, “where those who wished to find 
them might do so, but where there would 
be no danger of other visitors coming upon 
them unawares/’ This convention is the

RUSH FUND ACCEPTED 


Medical School Will Be Taken 
Into Chicago University. 


DR. HARPER'S STATEMENT. 


Successful Result of Visit to Roecke- 
feller in New York, 


Boston, Mass., July 7.—{Special.]—The fu- 
ture of Rush Medical college as an integral 
part of the University of Chicago was as- 
sured today. President William R. Harper 
was in communication with John D. Rock- 
efeller, it is said, over the telephone. When 
he finished the conversation h Mr. Rock- 
efeller the president of the University of 
Chicago announced with a smile that he 
would leave Boston at midnight to catch 
a boat which would take him to Europe. 

Just what the arrangement for Rush was 
Dr. Harper would not tell tonight, but there 
is scarcely any doubt the medical college 
obtained the $1,000,000, on which a donation 
ot $6,000,000 from Mr. Rockefeller was de- 
pendent. 

“I have received some information about 
Rush Medical college regarding its future 
when it becomes part of the University of 
Chicago,” said Dr. Harper tonight, but he 
refused to go into details. 


Dr. Harper and Dr. Frank Billings went to 
New York recently te place before Mr. Rock- 
efeller the results of the effort to raise the 
$1,000,000 which was made a condition on the 
medical school’s becoming an integral part 
of the university. The difficulty was that 
while $1,000,000 had been raised, several of 
the donations were for specific purposes. Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold F. McCormick gave $125,000 
but the money was to endow a medical paper. 

Before the officials left for New York the 
belief was expressed that Mr. Rockefeller 
would find the fund satisfactory. Dr. Billings 
returned last week, but declined to make any 
statement, saying President Harper was the 
person to speak. 

What Mr. Rockefeller will do no one can 
say positively, but everyone connected with 
the raising of the million dollar fund ex- 
pects him to order set aside for the new de- 
partment of the university $6,000,000. 

The immense amount of money which had 
to be obtained before Rush Medical College 
could reach the coveted goal was subscribed 
through the efforts of a few Chicagoans in 
almost record-breaking time. Last October 
the plan was suggested, and the date for 
completing the fund was set at July 1.

contemplate with the slightest fear. 


Up to midnight last night the pope was 


awake and endeavoring to obey the doctors 
by trying to rest. He had undergone an 
operation which was grave in the case of 
one of his age. He had received visits from 
all his relatives and from his own choice for 
the papal succession, Cardinal Gotti. 

In addition to all this the patient had joked 
with the physicians and had insisted upon 
having read to him the bulletins that were 
being sent out to the world. 

“Be sure and let the people know that my 
mind is not affected,” he insisted, and it was 
with truth that the doctors could make the 
statement in the official! bulletins. 

May Be Only Pleuritis. 

Many physicians who have carefully 
watched the pope’s progress now believe that 
there has been a wrong diagnosis of the 
pontiff's case and that the mistake was 
against him instead of in his favor. They 
declare that his trouble is really pleuritis, 
not pulmonitis, If this is the case his life 
may be prolonged for some days. me 

Doctor Is Bewildered. 

Dr. Mazzoni confessed himself bewildered, 
All of Monday night word was momentarily 
expected of the pope's death. Tuesday 
morning the pope had passed a restiess, un- 
easy night, with little sleep, and scarcely any 
rest owing to the pain in his chest. 

After all of this he found sufficient energy 
to rise from bed and dréss himself with the 
assistance of his valet, Centra, and seat him- 
self in his arm chair. | se 

He then said in the feeble voice in which 
he now speaks, “I feel better.” He asked 
what the newspapers were saying about his 
health, and spoke of the journey of Loubet 
to London. Then he returned to the subject 
of his iliness, and asked to see the last dis- 
patches that various sovereigns and chiefs 
of state had sent with respectful inquirieses 
to his condition. The pope was pleased with 
the dispatch from President Roosevelt, and 
himself dictated a telegrarh thanking him. 

All of these things were done by a dying 
man to whom the last sacraments had been 
administered. 

After a day so full of Incidents and com- 
parative activity the pope at 3 o'clock this 
morning fell into a troubled and restless 
sleep, but the one obtrusive fact remained 
that he was still alive. He had survived the 
day, contrary to expectations, 
Long Fight with Desth. 

Pope Leo XIII. and his physicians fought 
a stubborn battle with death all day Tues- 
day, and at nightfall it was alenost impossible 
to téll which side had the advantage. His 
holiness was subjected to a surgical opera- 
tion in the afternoon which made his breath- 
ing easier, but which took away a great 
deal of his little remaining strength. 

After the operation Dr. Mazzoni said the 
pope might live for three days longer. The 
pope had taken nourishment four times dur- 
ing the night and his puise showed a slight 
improvement, 

Dr. Mazzoni Still Hopes. 

Dr. Mazzoni, in an interview at 10:50 
o'clock Tuesday night, said: 

“ When one considers that the pope should 
be dead by this time the unexpected may 
happen, agd there is still hope. His resist- 
ing so long and maintaining perfect lucidity 
of mind means that, notwithstanding the 
pneumonia, the affection of the kidneys, and 
the difficulty of breathing, there is no polson- 
ing of the blood. 

* Between being at the point of death and 
returning to what his holiness is tonight 
there is tertainly such a difference as t6 
permit the most optimistic views. To proper- 
ly understand the change which has taken 
place it must be considered that yesterday 
the conviction was so sure that he would die 
during the night, that notwithstanding the 
contrary opinion of Dr. Lapponi, those sur- 
rounding the pope insisted on having extreme 
uriction administered. Evil tongues even In- 


sinuate that some members of Pope Leo’s im- © 


mediate circle counted on the bad effects 
that such a function was likely to produce 
on a weakened organism, but the pope re- 
sisted splendidly. Indeed, he seems to have 
acquired fresh strength. I don't dare to say 
anything positive. It is easy to be deceived, 
especially in the presence of such marvelous 
resistance. I merely venture the impression 
that there is a probability that the pope will 
die, but 1 do not believe death will occur 
yet.” 

At half past 6 o'clock Tuesday morning 


the pope was assisted from his bed to an. ° 


aym chair, where he reclined in a semi- 
conscious. condition for a while. 

Upon the first visit of Dr. Mazzoni it was 
found that the pope had passed a restless 
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night and found it difficult to breath. An 
examination showed that pleurisy had set 
in and that one lung had become so obstruct- 
ed that it was useless and was causing his 
holiness considerable pain. Paralysis had 
set in at the tips of his fingers and his gen- 
eral condition was extremely disturbing. 


Operation Is Determined Upon. 
Then it was that an operation was deter- 


the lung. 

When Dr. Mazzoni and Dr. Lapponi en- 
tered the sick room Tuesday morning Pope 
Leo smiled benevolently at Dr. Mazzoni, but 
seemed not to have sufficient strength to 
Speak. The doctor asked: 


How is your holiness?’’ 
To this inquiry the pontiff in a faint voice 
replied: 


“TI have no illusion and am resigned.” 

Then he raised his eyes, while his lips 
moved, evidently in prayer. 

The doctors then proceeded to make a 
most minute examination of the patient, 


Ustening to his breathing and testing his 


lungs. 

Then the doctors decided upon an opera- 
tion for ptincturing the pleura. It was 
to have been performed at 11 o’clock in the 
morning, but later it was postponed until 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Calm Under the Ordeal. 

The calmness witl# which the pope under- 
went the ordeal of the operation was one of 
the most remarkable evidences of fortitude 
that he has given in his whole life. Aftera 
lengthy conference the doctors concluded 
it was advisable to operate for pleurisy, the 
primary purpose being to explore the affected 
parts. They hoped incidentally to draw off 
the collected fluid. When their determina- 
tion was communicated to the pontiff he 
showed no anxiety. On the contrary, he 
submitted willingly, expressing the hope 
that good results might come, recalling the 


successful ‘results following Dr. Mazzoni's 


operation some years ago for cyst. 


Wants to Know All About It. 

When first informed that the operation 
would perhaps. be necessary, his holiness 
began to.inquire about it. Turning to Dr. 
Lapponi with his usual familiarity he asked, 
“Will it be painful? Remember, I cannot 
stand much pain.”’ Instead of Dr. Lapponi, 
Dr. Mazzoni answered: ‘I can assure your 
holiness that you will feel no pain. A little 
cocaine will deaden all sensation.”” Pope 
Leo retorted at once: 

* Remember, you said the same thing when 
you extracted that cyst a few years ago.” 
Dr. Mazzoni replied: ‘‘ That operation went 
well, but this can hardly be called an opera- 
tion.”” The pope then concluded: ‘“* Then 
do whatever you think best.” | 

When the operation took place nobody was 


* glowed in the room beside the doctors except 


Pope Leo’s valet, Pio Centra; even his 
nephew, Count Camillo Pecci, left the room 
to await with extreme anxiety in an adjoin- 
ing hall the result. 


Is Eager to Aid Surgeons. 

The doctors, desiring a strong light, had 
the window widely opened, but as it faces the 
bed the light offended the weak eyes of the 
pontiff so that it was thought desirable that 
he should reverse his position. As soon as 
this was proposed the pope himself made a 
movement, showing again that spirit of ac- 
tivity and determination which seems con- 
stantly to inspire him. Dr. Mazzoni, how- 
ever, did not give him time to leave the bed, 
but, taking him in his arms, literally turned 
the pontiff about. Pope Leo smiled and ex- 
claimed: es. Bravo, professor. I congratu- 
late you. Although I have becomé so light 
I must still be rather heavy.” : 

Both the doctors laughed and were at the 
same time astonished at the brightness of 
the pontiff when oppressed by such a dan- 


“gerous iliness and on the point of under- 


going a surgical operation for the extreme 
necessity of his life. 


Gives No Evidence of Pain. 

Pope Leo remained sitting up in bed during 
the whole time of the operation without need 
of support. When Dr. Mazzoni substituted 
the Pravaz needle with a Potain aspirator 
the pope did not even notice it, going through 
the whole affair without emitting the slight- 
est lament and without showing any feeling 
of pain. He was extremely pale, almost di- 
aphanous and somewhat tremulous. As sopn 
as the operation was closed his holiness felt 
much relieved. His eye, from an expression 
of languid melancholy, assumed its usual 
vivacity, illuminating the emaciated face. 
Dr. Mazzoni at once administered a cordial, 


“which the pontiff took willingly, thanking 


him with a grateful look for the brave strug- 
gle to preserve his life. He afterwards ex- 
préssed a desire to see the liquid which had 
been extracted from his thorax. Both doc- 
tors assured him that his wish would be 
gratified later. 
Asks About Instruments. 

The pontiff then asked for minute expla- 
nations of the apparatus used in the opera- 
tion. “It is a most ingenious instrument,”’ 


‘he said, “ but your hand is also so clever. 


‘That is why the operation was successful in 


not giving me any pain. I thank you.” 


Has Jest for the Doctors. 

After half an hour's peaceful and appar- 
ently refreshing repose the pope awoke and 
inquired about the doctors. Hearing they 
were in the next room, he said: “I thought 
they had gone. What do they stay here for? 


What are they plotting?” Dr. Lapponi, re- 


entering the room, said: 2 
“We were preparing bulletins regarding 
the operation, saying it was successful in 
all respects.” Dr. Mazzoni added: “ We 
must inform the public, which is waiting with 
such trepidation, especially as it is so easy 
to have inexact news spread.” 
“Very well,” replied his holiness. “I 
wish to see myself these bulletins in their 
exact text. I have already seen and medi- 
tated on that of last night.’” He then went 
On speaking about the causes of his illness. 
“TI would like to know,” he said, “ from what 
it comes. I think [ have always followed Dr. 


Lapponi’s advice.” 
“Not always, your holiness,” replied 
poni gently. 


“Well,” retorted Pope Leo, “you could 
not expect to remedy my old age.” 


Last Consistory Has Been Held. 

After a short silence, the pope, turning to 
Dr. Mazzoni, said: ‘‘In the last consistory 
I appointed as a cardinal a fellow citizen 
of yours, Cardinal Taliani, who comes from 
the Marches. Do you know him?’ = 

“ Yes, your holiness, I know him. I hope 
that that will not be your last consistory.” 

“J am afraid so,” sighed the pope, sadly. 
After which his head fell upon the pillow 
as though extremely tired, being again the 
prey of exhaustion. The happy and cheerful 
expressions of the pontiff at the moment when 
he was in the shadow of death astonished the 
: Proud of His Clear Mind. 
' The pope himself seems to glory in his 
ability to present a calm and bright demean- 
or, and particularly asked the doctors to te']

the instruments and made, the preparatory 
arrangements. 

First, a slight incision was made in the 
side of the venerable patient.

sensation. The point of operation was just 
below the seventh rib and the operation it- 
self consisted in the insertion of a large 
Pravaz needle syringe. This penetrated to 
the region where the matter had accumu- 
lated and by means of suction slowly drew 
it off. Under the skillful guidance of Dr. 
Mazzoni the operation occupied scarcely over 
four minutes. 


Showed No Pain or Fear. 

The pope manifested no pain whatever, 
neither was there the slightest quiver of 
physical dread from the operation. In the 
language of one of the doctors, the cocaine 
so deadened the parts that the pontiff felt 
no more than a slight pin prick. 


Relief Almost Immediate. 

So soon as the liquid was drawn off by the 
suction needle the patient felt great rélief, 
owing to the removal of the pressure of the 
liquid on the lung, and simultaneously the 
doctors could hear air passing through that 
zone which in the morning was declared to be 
impervious, owing to congestion. From a 
pathological standpoint the free passage of 
air Was considered satisfactory, but more so 
were the results, the mental and physical re- 
lief which it brought to the pope. He imme- 
diately showed an exhilarating spirit. 


Blesses the Two Doctors. 

With a slight smile on his pallid face he 
whispered his thankfulness and bestowed 
benedictions on the doctors bending over 
him. The pontiff even stroked Dr. Mazzoni’s 
face in the benevolent way which is char- 
acteristic of him. Then with one hand he 
rearranged his position, closed his eyes, and 
in a few minutes passed into a calm, health- 
ful sleep. | 

The doctors remained by the pope’s side 
noting the regularity of his breathing and 
pronounced the operation to have been in 
every way successful and leaving no per- 
ceptible’ adverse results. 

The patient mended steadily during the 
late afternoon and as the 8 o'clock bulletin 
said his circulation and breathing were 
slowly improving. 

Dr. Mazzoni, assisted by Dr. Lapponi’s son, 
who is also a doctor, made an analysis of 
the liquid extracted from the pope’s pleura. 
The color was orange red, and it was preva- 
lently composed of blood with coagulated 
fibrin without pus. What was feared was a 
reproduction of serum in the pleura, in which 
case the operation would have to be repeated 
m about two days. 


Takes Interest in Affairs. 
After the operation had been decided upon 


and some time before it was performed, the 


pope expressed a desire to read the Osserva- 
tore Romano and the Voce Lela Verita, to see 
what they were saying about his illness, and 


several special editions of the journals were 


prepared and sent to his holiness. 


Again Takes the Sacraments. 

The pope Tuesday morning expressed the 
desire of again taking communion, notwith- 
standing the fact that he received the last 
communion on Sunday and extreme unction 
Monday evening. Mgr. Marzolini, one of 
his chamberlains, therefore performed both 
ceremonies. The pope showed great serenity, 
repeating that he felt quite prepared to leave 
the world. In spite of this he now and then 
expressed the hope that he might yet re- 
cover. The pontiff afterwards received hig 
niece and Count Canali, her husband, who 
came purposely from their home in the coun- 
try to see him again. 

The pontiff continues to be greatly inter- 
ested in what the press says about him, asks 
to be informed regarding the printed opinions 
and views expressed, and shows satisfac- 
tion on learning that throughout the world 
general regret at his condition is manifest- 
ed without distinction to creed or politics. 


Bids Relatives Good-by. 

By the pope’s express desire all his rela- 
tions were summoned to see him. The scene 
was most touching. His nephews, to whom 
he has been a real father, entered the room 
sobbing. His holiness soothed them, say- 

“I feel the moment approaching when I 
must leave you. Say our last good-by. I 
am about to enter eternal life. But do not 
grieve for me. I am about to enter my real 
happiness.” 

Before leaving the room they all kissed the 
hand of the pontiff reverently, fearing it was 
for the last time. 


Gotti Has Private Audience. 

Much significance is attached to an ex- 
tended visit made by Cardinal Gotti, prefect 
of the propaganda, to the sick room, from 
which other conspicuous members of the 
sacred college are excluded by the doctor’s 


| orders. Cardinal Gotti’s interview lasted 
twenty minutes, even the doctors and attend- 


ante withdrawing and leaving him alone 
with the pope. This has naturally opened a 
wide field of speculation. 

It is even asserted on the authority of one 


cardinal that Pope Leo expressed the hope 


£4; 


that in the event of the succession falling 
on Cardinal Gotti he might have the stréngth 
to take up and carry forward the great work 
thus confided to him. Just what passed be- 
tween the pontiff and Cardinal Gotti only 
they know, but certainly the circumstances 
and length of the visit strongly support the 
view that the pope was giving his attention 
to the administration of the affairs of the 
church when he himself has passed away. 


Inquirers in Constant Stream. 

There was considerable excitement around 
the vatican all day, and numerous persons 
were going to and coming from the pope's 
bedroom. The relatives of the pontiff, Car- 
dinal Rampolla, and Pope Leo’s private sec- 
retaries, however, remain in the chamber. 
Cardinal Rampolla received members of the 
diplomatic body at all hours of the day and 
night. 
Several large books kept for the purpose 
were signed by members of the Roman aris- 
tocracy, high ecclesiastical authorities, 
notable personages of the papal court, and 
distinguished strangers who called“to in- 
quire regarding the pope’s condition. 
Besides these telegrams were received at 
the vatican from all parts of the world to the 
number of thousands. They included many 
from America, among which was an especial- 
ly affectionate ove from Cardinal Gibbons. 


Many Visitors Kept Back. 
Throughout the day a constant stream of 
visitors besieged the entrance to the vatican. 
The guards at the portals kept back the 
merely curious, admitting only diplomatists 
accredited to the vatican and high ecclesias- 
tical dignitaries. Among the diplomatists 
were the ministers.of Russia and Prussia, 
the ambassadors of Spain, Austria, and 
Portugal, and the chargé d'affaires for 
Brazil. ry 
The French ambassador, M. Nisard, has 
shown deep interest in the reports from the 
sick room. - He remained after midnight 
Monday and was again at the vatican Tues- 
day morning. Among the cardinals arriving 
were Gennarri, Nocella, Mathieu, Respighi, 
Cassetta, Oretoni, and Gotti. | 


Oreglia Not Present. 

It was remarked that Cardinal Oreglia, the 
dean of the sacred college, was not among the 
callers, although it is expected that he soon 
will be called upon to perform the most impor- 
tant services of the interregnum. Though 
not calling personally, Cardinal Oreglia 
thrice dispatched his secretary, Father Santo, 
to learn the exact condition of the pontiff. 
None of the visiting cardinals, except Cardi- 
nal Gotti, saw the pope, owing to the rigid 
directions of the doctors that the patient be 
spared the cares and excitement of the affairs 
of the church. : 


Quirinal Will Be Notified. 

It has been arranged that in the event of 
the death of the pope the vatican shall 
directly acquaint the Italian, government 
with the fact. This is contrary to the prece- 
dent of 1878, and is a noteworthy indication 
of the improved relations between the quiri- 
nal and the vatican. | 


Kaiser Prays for Pope Leo.

May 
the Almighty grant the holy father many 
more years.” 


PRELATE’S VIEW OF SUCCESSION 


Vatican Officer Gives Insight Into Po- 
litical Side of the Situation in 
Rome. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, July 7.—One of the vatican prel- 
ates saye that the contest for the succession 
to Pope Leo lies between Cardinals Gotti, 
the prefect of the sacred congregation of 
bishops and regulars and of regular discip- 
line, and Serafino Vannutelli, the grand peni- 
tentiary of the holy Catholic church. Cardi- 
nal Rampolla, the papal secretary of state, 
he says has only a slight chance and will be 
supported only by a few new cardinals, who, 
in order to prevent the election of Cardinal 
Gotti or Cardinal Vannutelli, may vote for 
the octagenarian cardinal, Alphonsus 
Capecelatro, archbishop of Capua, whose 
pontificate would necessarily be short and 
would afford another chance for Cardinal 
Rampolla. Cardinal Capecelatro alpo has a 
small group of independent partigans and 
may succeed because the sacred college ob- 
jects to another long pontificate. It is an- 
nounced that Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore 
will attend the conclave, and will come to 
Rome by way of Havre during the inter- 
regnum between the pope’s death and the 
election of his successor. 
Cardinal Oreglia di Santo Stefano, dean of 


the sacred college, will confer hats on new 


Cardinals Ajuti, Tagliana, and Katchsthaler, 
thus enabling them to vote in the conclave. 

There is much talk at the vatican regard- 
ing the determination expressed by Cardinal 
Matthieu to claim for France her right to 
exercise her high patronage in the conclave. 
This pretension on the part of Cardinal 
Matthieu explains why he refuses to leave 
the vatican. 


Oreglia and Rampolla Quarrel). 

Another incident apropos of the rights of 
certain persons in the event of the death 
of the pope has occurred between Cardinal 
Rampolla and Cardinal Oreglia, who is pre- 
paring to undertake his duties upon the 
pope’s death. In virtue of his right to this 
position he demanded that a suite of apart- 
ments sffould be prepared for him at the 
vatican. After having refused the one that 
was offered him on the first floor, he con- 
sented to accept another one, but ordered 
extensive alterations to be madeinit. When 
Cardinal Rampolla heard of this he said 
he regarded it as indecent and insisted that 
these alterations should not be undertaken 
before the death of the pope. He gave orders 
that the work should be at once suspended. 
This action on the part of the secretary of 
state rendered Cardinal Oregiia furious. His 
eminence is one of the greatest opponents of 
the policy of Leo XIII, and Cardinal Ram- 
polla. 


POWERS MAY VETO ELECTION. 


Bishop Grafton of Fond du Lac Talks of 
Rights Still Held by Sev- 
eral Nations. 


Fond Du Lac, Wis., July 7.—“It fs, not 
ordinarily known by Roman Catholics,”’ said 
Bishop Grafton today, ‘that the heads of 
three European countries have a veto power 
over the election of a pope; they are France, 
Austria, and Spain. I understand that some 
of them have already filed objections to 
certain of the cardinals who were mentioned’ 
as likely to be chosen. Cardinal Gotti is a 
handsome man and a fine scholar. Cardinal 
Satolli is too young. The older members of 
the college will hardly vote for a young 
man.’’ 


SEEK MORE BOODLING EVIDENCE 


General Attorney for Burlington Re- 
fuses to Answer Questions Concern- 
ing Missouri Legislature. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 7.—John H. Carroll, 
general attorney for the Burlington, was to- 
day taken before the grand jury, which is 
investigating bribery in the state legislature, 
and was asked several questions by Circuit 
Attorney Folk. These he refused to answer, 
and the circuit attorney applied to Judge 
Douglas for an order compelling: him to do 
so. On three of the questions Judge Douglas 
sustained Carroll’s contention that he could 
refuse to answer on the ground that the 
answer might incriminate himself. Judge 
Douglas ordered him to answer the fourth 
question. The questions were as follows: 

“Do you know anything about $25,000 
that was paid to one John A. Lee”’ 

‘Do you know anything about money paid 
to legislators at Jefferson City?” 

“Do you know anything of money pald to 
legislators at St. Louis?’’ 

‘Do you have any knowledge of money. 
paid to legislators by other persons than 
yourself ?’’ 

Carroll answered the fourth question, say- 
ing he had no knowledge of money used by 
other persons to influence legislation. 


SAYS HE IS VICTIM OF SULTAN. 


Armenian in Boston Shot by Alleged 
Assassin Tells Story of Political 
Persecution. 


‘Boston, Mass., July 7.—[{Special.]—The 
Armenian colony here is greatly excited to- 
night over the shooting of Peter Kureghian, 
a classmate of President Loubet of France 
and editor of a New Armenian paper pub- 
lished in this city. The shooting, it was 
said, was done by Samuel Gaulesian, who is 
now under arrest and refuses to say any- 
thing. It is expected that Kureghian will 
live, and the third attempt to bring about 
the extermination of the thirteen members 
of the Huntchegist society, an Armenian 
revolutionary society in Boston, will end in 
failure. 

Two members already are dead, according 
to statements made by Armenians here to 
Mrs. Foes, the woman at whose house he 
lived for a year. Kurgehian made a state- 
ment before he was etherized at the City 
hospital that he was shot by men in the em- 
ploy of the Turkish government. 

“The men who shot me were spies of the 
sultan,”’ he safad “it is my reward for work 
I have done for the Armenian cause.”’

KING DINES AT ‘EMBASSY. 


Lord Mayor’s Reception Marked 
by Expressions of Good Will | 
Between Nations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 7.—Ap extensive round of 
functions filled the second day of the visit 
of President Loubet today, and everywhere 
he went he was greeted by the people with 
expressions of the gratest good will. Cries 
of “ Vive Loubet” were constantly heard 
as his carriage proceeded. 

Early in the morning he visited the French 
hospital and called at the home for French 
governesses. Then he returned to St. James’ 
palace, where the reception of a deputa- 
tion from the diplomatic corps filled the 
time until noon. The afternoon wae taken 
up with the lord mayor’s reception at Guild- 
hall. 


King Dines at French Embassy. 

King Edward drove to the French embassy 
at 7:30 o’clock this evening to dine with 
President Loubet. A great crowd of people 
outside received him enthusiastically. The 
king was met at the door of the embassy by 
M. Loubet, Ambassador Cambon, and the 
staff of the French embassy: 

Edward and President Loubet both 
arrived with military escorts. A great crowd 
of people outside applauded. The king was 
met at the door of the embassy by M. Loubet, 
who had arrived earlier than his majesty; 
Ambassa4or Cambon, and the staff of the 
French embassy. 

The interior of the embassy was profusely 
decorated. The white walled banquet hall 
was transformed into a bower of roses, a com- 
pliment to King Edward. The table, which 
was oblong, was open at one end. M. Lou- 
bet sat at the closed end, with the king on his 
right and the prince of Wales on his left. 
The center of the table was a mass of helio- 
tropes and rare orchids. 

The guests included Premier Balfour, Colo- 
nial Secretary Chamberlain, Foreign Minis- 
ter Lansdowne, the United States Ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Choate; the Spanish, Italian, Rus- 
sian, German, and Turkish ambassadors; 
the Portuguese minister, Count Mensdorff; 
the Austrian chargé d'affaires, Lord Rose- 
bery, the duke of Devonshire, the French 
consul g2neral, and the presidents of the 
principal French societies of London. 


Gale. Opera Performance. 

There was a gala performance at the opera 
at the Covent Garden auditorium later in 
the evening, and the audience presented a 
brilliant spectacle when the president, ac- 
companied by the king and queen, the prince 
and princess of Wales, anda score of other 
members of the royal family and the high- 
est officials of the court entered the royal 
box. On their appearance the orchestra 
played the Marseillaise and then “ God 
Save the King.’’ The whole audience re- 
mained standing during the playing. The 
royal arms and the tricolor of France had 
been worked in floral escutcheons in front 
of the royal box. Roses in tens of thou- 
stnds had been used to frame the boxes, and 
festoons ran from column to column. 

After the dinner President Loubet, accom- 
panied by the king and several members of 
the royal family, attended a gala perform- 
ance of the opera, at which decorations and 
jewels surpassed anything seen in recent 
years. 

Given Address of Welcome. 

When he drove to the lord mayor’s recep- 
tion the president was accompanied by For- 
eign Minister Delcasse and Ambassador 
Cambon and escorted by a troop of cavalry. 
The streets along the route were well lined 
with crowds and there were frequent cheers.

COURT DIRECTS BLOW AT 
PUBLISHERS’ COMBINATION. 


Holds That When Once a Book Is Sold 
Its Right to Dictate as to the Price 
Ends. 


New York, July 7.—[{Special.]—The inter- 
locutory judgment of the Supreme court 
sustaining the demurrers interposed to the 
complaint in the injunction sult brought by 
Isidor Strauss againgt the American Publish- 
ers’ association was reversed today by the 
Appellate division. The plaintiffs, who are 
the proprietors of R. H. Macy & Co.’s depart- 
ment store, complain that the defendants are 
engaged in a combination or arrangement to 
prevent.them from purchasing and selling 
books without joining the American Book 
Publishers’ association and others in an 
agreement that all books sold by them are 
to be sold at net price to be fixed by publish- 
ers of bgoks. The court holds the arrange- 
ment is clearly within the ibition statute 
of this state against mofopolies. Justice 
Ingraham, for the court, gays in part: 

‘It was not the nature object of the 
combination to compel every dealer in books 
to fix the selling price of each book owned 
by him at a price designated by the publisher 
of the books. If that was the nature of the 
object of the arrangement or combination is 
it not clear that by it the competition price 
of books is or may be restrained or pre- 
vented? I can conceive but one answer to 
that question. What competition price at 
which books are to be sold or retailed can 
exist if these defendants, constituting as 
they do, 95 per cent of the publishers of books 
in the United States and Canada, can carry 
out the object and intent of this combina- 
tion, for no bookseller who sells books at a 
less price than that fixed by the publishers 
can obtain the book to sell. If he sells the 
book at a less price than that fixed by the 
members of the association, who are the 


more books. If he goes to g bookseller to 
purchase books and they s him one, his 
supply is at once cut off, and if this agree- 
ment could be rried out all competition 
in the sale of books would necessarily be at 
an end.” 

As to the contention that as the books are 
copyrighted by agreement it is merely to 
carry out the publisher's monopoly given by 
the copyright law, Justice Ingraham says it 
is not to-be understood thatghe law gives to 
the publisher any right to the book when 
once it is published and sold. 


RULING FAVORS ROMAN CHURCH 


Pennsylvania Judge Holds Greek Priest 
Must Acknowledge Authority of 
Local Catholic Bishop. 


Scranton, Pa., July 7.—President Judge 
Bdwards today ruled that a priest of the 
United Greek Catholic church,in the United 
States must secure faculties from and 
acknowledge the jurisdiction of the Roman 
Catholic bishop in whose diocese he wishes 
to become a pastor.. 

The decision ig an interpretation under 
American law of the compact of 1595 between 
the United Greek and Roman Catholic 
churches. The cage at issue was that in 
which members of the Olyphant Greek Cath- 
olic church, who wanted affiliation with 
Bishop Hoban’s diocese, prayed for an in- 
junction restraining the Rev. John Arden, 
their pastor, and the trustees of the church 
from carrying on a service in the church, be- 
cause the Rev. Arden, at the behest of the 
trustees, had returned the faculties given 
him by Bishop Hoban and was excommuni- 

ted. 

"The Rev. Ardan is forbidden to serve the 
church and the trustees are enjoined from 
engaging any pastor who does not secure 
faculties from the Roman Catholic bishop 
of Scranton.

Four Hundred Armed State 
Soldiers Rushed There to 
End Race Riots. - 


MORE HELD IN RESERVE. 


Dead from Attack on Courthouse 
Increased to Eleven—Ne- 
groes Leave City.

Evanevilte, Ind., July 7.—[Special. the 
result of the race riots which have caused a 
reigh of terror here since Saturday, the town 
tonight is virtually under martial law. 

Hight companies of militia and a bat 
armed with a gatling gun hold the lewless 


600 armed soldiers are patrolling the streets 
or are encamped in convenient localities all 
over the city, and Brig. Gen. W. J. McKee 
of Indianapolis, commander of the Indiana 
national guard, is the city’s real executive ' 
so far as maintaining law and order is con- 
cerned, 

As a result of the presence of the troops 
and the carnage of Jast night the people are 
keeping off the streets. 


Three Added to List of Dead. 

Eleven dead, three others fatally hurt, 
and thirty more or less injured is the re- 
sult of the volley poured into the mob 
at the courthouse last evening. In addi- 
tion to the fatalities reported yesterday 
four additional men died today. They are: 
BECK, JACOB BE., a barber, living in Illinois 

street; a bullet penetrated his brain. < 
KAPPLER, FRED, reported wounded yesterday; 

died at his home. 
, FRANK, 28 years old, lived at 221 

West Maryland street; shot through chin and 

breast; injuries not reported until today. 
TAYLOR, CHARLES, married, lived at 1120 West

back; died at a sanitarium. 

The others fatally wounded are still alive 
but it is said cannot recover.

Troops Rushed to City. 3 
The Terre Haute militia company arrived 
this afternoon and relieved the tired Vin- 
cénnes and Evansville companies in guard- 
An hour later Brig. Gen. W. J. 
McKee arrived and assumed command of the 
troops. At 8:45 tonight a special train ar-

Not a Negro in Sight. 


The troops: were marched heavily armed 
through a quietly curious crowd of several 
thousand people. As the gatling gun was 
unloaded and wheeled into line it created a 
visible impression. There was not a negro 
in sight. The streets were deserted with the 
exception of a few boys, and at every corner 
were seen policemen armed with rifles and 
revolvers. When the special train arrived 
with the 300 troops from Indianapolis and 
Martinsville the Evansville, Terre Haute, 
and Vincennes companies were encamped 
around the courthouse and jail, with sentries 
and picket lines out. No one was allowed to 
approach within 300 yards of the jail. The 
troops were met by Gen. McKee, and the 
Martinsville company was ordered to re- 
lieve the companies around the jail for a 
part of the night, while the Indianapolis 
companies and the battery were encamped in 
Sunset park, six squares from the jail. 


Troops Arrive Amid Quiet. 

As the troops marched through the streets 
with the gatling gun rattling over the pave- 
ment, a bystander shouted from a group 
assembled at a street corner: 

“There won't be anything done until you 
fellows leave, but watch out then. Wedon't 
care how long you stay. Wecan wait.” 

The soldiers paid no attention, but the cry 


Criticise the Mayor. 

Gen. McKee on his arrival this afternoon 
held a consultation with the mayor and a 
committee of fifteen prominent citizens des- 
ignated by him as a committee of safety. 
At this meeting there were some expressions 
of severe criticism over the course of Mayor 
Covert. 

Gen. McKee asked for the codperation of 
Sheriff Krats, but that official telephoned 
from the jail that it would be death for him 
to leave the protection of the troops, and he 
is still intrenched behind the guns of the 
soldiers and the walls of the prison. 


All Saloons Closed. 

Gen. McKee was asked by the citizens for 
all the troops possible, and said he could pour 
3,000 soldiers into the.c§y before daylight if 
necessary. He said he thought the 400 guns 
ordered here, and which have now arrived, 
would be sufficient for all emergencies. All 
saloons were ordered closed at noon, and the 
order is being obeyed tonight. Great in- 
terest is being taken in the condition of the 
wounded still living. The general expression 
heard is: “ Wait till the soldiers go away. 
There will be trouble again. This thingisn’t 
over yet.”’ 

Greater Force Ready. 

The governor has in addition to the troops 
already here thirty additional companies of 
infantry and two more batteries of artillery 
ready to be poured into Evansville at a few 
hours’ notice. No more troops will be brought 
here unless there is more trouble. The in- 
tention of the governor is to make a strong 
showing for the troops and break up the 
spirit of lawlessness. How long the soldiers 
will be kept here is conjectural. Martial law 
will not be declared unless there arises addi- 
tional] trouble. Gen. McKee said tonight the 
only trouble to be feared, so far as had been 
given expression, was from threats reported 
to him to have been made by the leaders of 
the. labor organizations, who, he had been 
told, made the boast when they saw the 
troops arriving that they “ would not do a 
thing to these negro protectors before day- 


light.” 

ue Labor Union Urges Peace. 

The Central Labor union joined with the 
mayor this afternoon in a proclamation urg- 
ing all citizens to remain in their homes 
tonight and maintain order. Ten men were 
fined in the police court today $100 and costs 
for carrying concealed weapons.

Smal! bodies 
of white men and negroes have had clashes in 
various parts of the city today and the blacks 
have invariably fared badly. At the Von 
Behren manufacturing plant all colored la- 
bor was driven from work and the business 
of the plant crippled. Wholesale merchants 
sending out loads of goods frequently had to 
send out clerks to take charge of drays and 
wagons on the way to the railroad sheds, the 
cotored drivers being driven away, 

Negroes are leaving the city in large num- 
bers, many vowing they will never return. 
Dozens of negro families are camped in the 
country. 

Refugees Arrive in Terre Haute. 

Terre Haute, Ind., July 7.—[Special.]—The 
trains from Evansville today brought to 
Terre Haute 100 negroes, who say that more 
are coming, as it will not be safe for a long 
time for a negro to live in Evansville. Most

Hold Up Train and Lynch Negro, 

Vicksburg, Miss., July 7.—Cato Garrett, a 
negro who stabbed Harry Stout to death last 
Saturday morning, was hanged by a mob 
near the scene of his crime this afternoon. 
Garrett was taken to Natchez Saturday 
evening, Sheriff Brenan fearing an assault 
on the jail here. This morning a special 
grand jury found a true bill against Garrett 
and Sheriff Brenan notified the Adams coun- 
ty sheriff to bring the negro to this city. 
Deputy Sheriff Paul, with the negro, took 
passage on a train due here at 5 o'clock. At 
Stout’s Crossing, a flag station six miles 
south, the train was held up by fifty masked 
and heavily armed men, who took the negro 
and hanged him. 

Colored Bishop Has Hope. 


Indianapolis, -Ind., July 7.—Bishop J. W. 
Hood, senior bishop of the A. M. E. Zion 
church, in charge of the first Episcopal! dis- 
trict, embracing New York, New England, 
and central North Carolina, is a guest here. 
In discussing the race troubles Bishop Hood 
said: 

“TIT have great confidence in’ the ultimate 
success of the race problem. This is a large 
and serious problem and must necessarily 
move slowly. 

“It is necessary that the races get closer 
together. The negro must improve and the 
white man must help him. The negro in the 
south is stubbernly pushing to the front. 
He is buying layd, houses, plantations, and 
stock and is hoarding his earnings for the 
betterment of his yondition.”’ 


NEGRO BOY TEXLS OF PEONAGE. 


Testifies That He Was Arrested Without 
Cause in Alabama, Compelled to 
Work, and Beaten. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 7.—[Special.]— 
Glenny Helms, a negro boy, 18 years old, was 
the main witness today in the case of the 
United States against Fletcher Turner, who 
is under indictment for peonage. Helms is 
the person whom the government claims was 
held in a condition of peonage. He testified 
that he had been arrested by the town mar- 
shal of Goodwater, together with two other 
negroes, on a chargé of vagrancy, and that 
they. had committed no crime. They were 
convicted of vagrancy, given a fine of $5, and 
sentenced to work for four and one-half 
months. They were sold, Helms said, by the 
marshal to Turner for $40, carried to his 
farm, and worked during the day and locked 
up at night. Helms said he was frequently 
whipped with big sticks by the guards. He 
made his escape after one month, but he was 
captured and returned to the farm, where he 
was again whipped. Finally his father paid 
Turner $48 for his release. He said he had 
signed no contract to work for Turner, but 
consented to go with him because he had no 
alternative, Turner is well to do and pleaded 
not guilty to the indictment, holding that he 
worked the negroes under voluntary con- 


tract.

Young Daughter of South Carolina 
Sheriff Alone Defends Murderer in 
Jail from Lynching. 


Columbia, 8S. C., July 7.—[{Special.]—Mary

a rifle a mob of armed men which kad sought 
to lynch Herbert Sanderson, who‘had sur- 
rendered himsef, for killing Seaborn Moore. 
The girl was alone at the jail, her father hav- 
ing left the keys with her during his ab- 
sence.’

last night. ‘‘ These tickets, according to 
my idea, should be divided into two classes, 
one of which would entitle the bearer to 
ten pounds of ice a day for seven days, free 
of cost. The other class, which would be 
issued to those who are able to pay a mini- 
mum price, would entitle the holder to ice 
at absolute cost. 

“It was my idea to havea station estab- 
lished at each point from which pasteurized 
milk is now being distributed. There are 
eighteen of these at the present time, and 
with the addition of the offices of the bureau 
of charities and a number of the Roman 
Catholic missions throughout the north, 
south, and west sides, the city could be thor- 
oughly covered. 

‘Por the distribution of the ice itself I 
would suggest that wagons carry the ice 
to points throughout the city, where tickets 
could be exchanged for ice. These wagons 
should run on a certain time schedule and 
visit certain corners at stated intervals. In 
this way the people holding tickets could get 
the ice to which they are entitled with a 
minimum of trouble. 


Noblest of Charities. 


“The distribution of ice in the poorer dis- 
tricts will be the noblest of charities. Many 
lives will be saved and the health of many 
more people, especially children, will be 
spared. At present and in years past the 
amount of ice used in the Ghetto may be 
considered a negligible quantity. Scarcely 
any is or has been used. It must be provid- 
ed in smal! quantities and at small prices, 
and much should be absolutely given away. 

‘‘In years past this most important branch 
of charity has been almost entirely over- 
looked in Chicago. The people in the poorer 
parts of the city suffer for want of Ice, and 
until THp TRIBUNE took the matter up there 
was no one to assume it.’’ 


Statement by Ald. Foreman. 

Ald. Foreman heartily recommends having 
Tue TRIBUNE administer the city appropria- 
tion for free ice. 

‘It would be most admirable for the city to 
intrust its ice fund to THE TRIBUNE and the 
charitable agencies through which it is plan- 
ning to distribute ice,” said he, ‘ I will rec- 
ommend this to the authorities.

“One of the chief troubles in the ice prob- 
lem.” she said, “ arises from the water ques- 
tion.

But the 
reply always is, in warm weather, that when 
the temperature is so high the water will not 
cool. Children cannot be made to drink It 
warm, but prefer to draw the cooler water 
from the hydrants. If ice could be sent 
among these people they would be insured 
pure water. They would boil it and then cool 
it. I shall be only too glad to give Tue Tris- 
unp the results of my experience and cannot 
speak too highly of its effort to supply ice to

Bottles of Pure Food for Infants Taken 
to Substations by Nathan Straus— 
Can’? Ordinance in Effect. 


Impatient because he thought no arrange- 
ments had been made for distributing milk 
from the pasteurizing plant which he had 
given to the Children’s . Hospital society, 
Nathan Straus of New York delivered the 
bottles himself yesterday. He offered a 
cabman an extravagant sum to carry milk 
to the substations for a week. The cabby 
willingly accepted, though fearing the union 
might interfere. ; 

This was before Mr. Straus had learned of 
the action of the milk commission in en- 
gaging two wagons for the delivery of the. 
milk twice a day to each of the stations. 

Milk was sent yesterday to Hull house, 
where it was most in demand, to Chicago 
Commons, the Northwestern university set- 
tlement, and Jackson park sanitarium. These 
stations were furnished with the pasteurized 
milk on Monday, but the quantity was in- 
creased. In addition to 200 bottles of pas- 
teurized milk, 100 bottles of modified milk 
and 100 bottles of barley water were dis- 
tributed. This did not include more than 
100 bottles dispensed from the central plant 
in the Thomas Hoyne school, and fifteen 
taken by a representative from the Gad’s 
Hill settlement. 


Quantity to Be Increased Today. 

It is expected the quantity of milk distrib- 
uted today will be more than twice as great 
as that 6f yesterday, for delivery wagons will 
be operating. Literature being circulated 
through the districts will, it is expected, im- 
press the public with the danger of using im- 
pure milk. 

Two new stations were added to the list 
of distributing points yesterday at the Ca- 
thedral of SS. Peter and Paul, 18 South Peo- 
ria street, and the Frances E. Clark settle- 
ment, Archer avenue and Clark street. 

The milk commission meeting in the Unity 
building yesterday expressed satisfaction 
over the progress of the work, but was dis- 
appointed over the failure to receive suffi- 
cient subscriptions. 

Can”’ Ordinance in Effect. 

The “red can” ordinance regulating the 
sale of milk will become effective today. The 
health department is willing to give the deal- 
ers until Aug. 1 in which to paint cans de- 
signed for skimmed milk. 

“In thie hot weather the sooner the ordi- 
nance is enforced the better,’’ said Mayor 
Harrison. With red cans the purchaser will 
know what he is buying. 


ALLEGED BICYCLE THIEF

ALDERMEN TAKE 
PROMOTERS WORD 


Pneumatic Tube Franchise 
Passed on Strength of State- 
ments by Grantees. 


THEY PREDICT A LOSS. . 


Business Men, However, See @ | 


Profit of $1,792,500 in the 
Proposition. 


Blind faith in the word of the promoters of 
the Postal Pnéumatic Tube company char- 
acterized the aldermen who forced the re- 
markable tube ordinance through the council 
Monday night. According to those same 
sidermen, the promoters are the most gener- 
ous men who ever did business with the city, 
cbligating themselves to’ pay in excess of 
$121,500 out of their own pockets for the 
privilege of supplying the city of Chicago, 
witha pneumatic tube for mail service. 

The aldermen say they took the promoters’ 
word for this and all other things connected 
with the ordinance passed in such a peculiar ' 
manner Monday night. 


Business men, however, whom experience: 


has taught that “ blind faith" is expensive © 
estimated that in twenty years the backers 
of the tube ordinance would clean up 
$1,792,500. 
Statement of the Promoters. 
The statement made by the promoters to 


the aldermen was that it would cost them * 


$600,000 to install the plant to 
carry out their contract with the govern- 
ment. Their contract is for four years only, 
and under it they are to receive $13,750 a 
mile, or $119,625 a year for the service. 

four years this would amount to $478,50@/ so 
that when the contract was ended their ac 
count would stand: 


This makes no allowance for the’ cost of 
running the plant for the four years, and te 
arrive at the total deficit this amount must 
also be added in. This was the showing 
which convinced the aldermen it would net 
be right to charge the company more than 
8 per cent on its gross receipts for the fran- 
chise it was asking, and some of the alder- 
men were so affected by the display of public 
spirit on the part of the promoters that they 
were in favor of passing the ordiffiance with- 
out any provision for compensation at all. 

The argument that.the city was dealing 
with Uncle Sam and must not increase the 
cost of handling the mails was advanced by 
some, ‘while others | 
York did not charge the company there any- - 
thing Chicago should not. As ea compromise 
the promoters were let off with the 8 per cent.

They point out that when the 
franchise is procured and the plant once 
established its owners will have a monopoly 
of the business in Chicago for the twenty 
years for which the franchise runs. 
was.true in Boston, wherethe company, hav-~- 
ing no competition, put up its prices for the 
renewal of the contract so high that the 
government had to placea limit, of $14,000 a 
mile on it. ,

receipts of the company at the prices of the 
present four years’ contract, extended for 
twenty years, the balance sheet would pre- 
sent this appearance:

It is computed that the extensions of the 
system and the increasing of the contract © 
rate to $14,000 a mile at the end of the four 
years”would so increase the revenues as to 
nearly take care of the cost of maintenance 
and.operation so that not more than §200,000 
additional need be stricken off on this ae- 
count. This would leave a profit of $1,600,000 
on an investment of $600,000, 

So it happens that some people are inclined 
to think the company easily could pay a 


good compensation to the city and still make 


money, unless it happens that the cost of pro- 
moting was too high.

SWELTER IN WINTER CARS: 
PEOPLE PLAN TO PROTEST. 


Those Who Use Fourteenth Street Line 
Orgenize to Demand Trolleys in 
Which Girls Need Not Faint. 


Disgusted with the service which they are 
obtaining from the Union Traction company, 
residents of the west side who patronize the 
street cars in Fourteenth street, between 
Halsted and Robey streets, are organizing 
for the purpose of filing a protest. The an- 
cient trolley cars provided for the transporta- 
tion of West Fourteenth street patrons are 
designated as *‘ box cars’’ by the people who 
are compelled to ride on them, and an effort 
will be made to force the traction company to 
substitute open cars. 

The cars now in use were built for winter 
service, and the windows cannot be opened. 


During the rush hours, when the cars are 


crowded, the heat is stifling. Shop and fac- 
tory girls on their way to and from work 
have, it is claimed, frequently fainted during 
the hot weather. 

‘It wouldn't be so badif we were furnished 
with cattle cars,’’ said a merchant of Four- 
teenth street yesterday afternoon, “* for then 
we could occasionally get a breath of air. It 


is shameful that we should be compelled to 


ride in winter carsin July. The Fourteenth 
street line is the only one by which west side 
people can reach the IMinois Central depot, 
but one is always able to save time by walk- 
ing to the depot from any point east of Blue 
Island avenue.’”’.. 

Considerable complaint has been made re- 
garding the inadequacy of the service. Un- 
til a few weeks ago the line was known to 
west side people as “ The Big Four,” from 
the fact that only four cars were in opera- 
tion between Wabash avenue and Robey 
street.

Washington, D. C., July 7.—[Special.)]—See- 
retary Root today directed Gen. Corbin to 
issue an order for a searching investigation 
of the contracts for furnishing gloves and 
gauntiets to the army and bo determine 
whether Representative Littauer had any in- 
terest in them, if the sums paid for gloves 
shall be repaid to the government, and 
whether any army officer shall be made a 
subject of inquiry because of his knowledge 
of Littauer’s alleged interest in the con- 
tracts. 

Formal! orders will be issued tomorrow and 
Col. E. A. Garlington, inspector general of 
the department of the east, will be detailed 
to conduct the inquiry. After ordering the 
inquiry Secretary Root directs that it shall 
have special reference to the following ques- 
tions: 

‘‘1. Whether there was in the making of 
any contracts referred to any such violation 
of section 8,739 of the revised statutes as to 
require or, justify a demand by the proper 
officer of the war department for repay- 
ment of any money paid by the government 
under said contracts. 

“2. Whether any officer of the United 
States army who was concerned in the 'mak- 
ing of said contracts knew that a member of 
congress was interested therein or had 
knowledge of facte which should have put 
him on an inquiry in regard thereto. 

‘*3. Whether said contracts were made in 
accordance with the law upon public adver- 
tisément and awards to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder and were in all respects lawful 
and regular, and whether any influences of 
any description other than a desire to sub- 
serve the best Interests of the government 
in accordance with the law affected in any 
way the awarding or making of said con- 
tracts. 

‘All records and files of the war depart- 
ment and of the depot of the quartermaster’s 
offices in New York and Philadelphia and in 
any other office under control of the war de- 
partment will be open to examination by the 
inepector general for the purposes of his in- 
vestigation and the officers in charge in each 
case are directed to render him all the facili- 
ties and assistance within their power.”

It will be’'seen that the efforts of the friends 
of Representative Littauer to have the in- 
vestigation stopped were of no avail.

FIRE PANIC AMONG ‘THEOLOGS’ 
AT UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 


Smoke Fills Halls and Red Flamesand 
Cries for Help Frighten Students, but 
Blaze Is Found to Be a “Joke.” 


Red flames and shrieks of “fire” and 
“help” roused from sleep or pious medita- 
tion the theological students of Middle Di- 
vinity hall at the Univeréity of Chicago at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. Clad in bath 
rubes or more scanty garb, the “ bibs ” ran 
from their cell like rooms to find the halisfilled 
with smoke and flames. The staircase was 
like a great furnace, with volumes of choking 
smoke pouring up from the lower floors, 
Calls for hélp resounded through the build- 
ing. ; 

Thinking themselves cut off from escape, 
four students on the fourth floor—E. C. 
Ficher, A. P. Nelson, R. M. Chitwood, and J 
M. Stephenson—formed a pitcher brigade and 
poured gallons of water down the stairs.» On 
the third floor Edward Newbauer, secretary 
of the hall, urged his neighbors to rush to 
safety. Rolvix Harlan, football player, and 
M. Nathan Work, a colored graduate student, 
on the second floor, dragged the drinking 
water tank to the stairs and were about to 
overturn it, when the flames mysteriously 
died out. Calls for help ceased, and the 
éaormitory became silent, save for the patter- 
ing of bare feet over the wooden floors. 

“ Where's the fire?’’ sang out a voice from 
an upper floor. “ Rubber,’’ answered another 
voice from the shade trees of Haskell hall. 
The word was the signal for a rush of enraged 
“ theologs " in the direction of the voice. 

Then the Midway campus saw a curious 
chase. A score of white robed “ bibs” tore 
across the grass. Down the stone walk toward 
Lexington avenue echoed the sound of run- 
ning feet, and as the students came into the 
moonlight near Paskell hall they caught a 
glimpse of three or four figures disappearing 
around the corner of Walker museum. 

The theologs found the fire had been 
hoax, flames being made by redfire placed in 
the hallways and simultaneously ignited, 
and the calis for help coming from the con- 
spirators just before they fied. ‘No one can 
tell who the culprits were.

| SWAP HORSES IN STREET 
AND POLICE WILL GET YOU. 


Capt. Haines Revives an Old Ordinance 
and Applies It to Four Ghetto Of- 
fenders—Are Fined $5 Each. 


Abraham Lincoln's aphorism on the danger 
of swapping horses while crossing a stream 
has been paraphrased by Capt. Hainesof the 
Maxwell street police into “Don’t swap 
horses in the middle of the street.”

, At the expiration of the grant in the ordinance 
_ | @f Feb. 20, 1890, and at the expiration of the pres- 
¥y es ent grant, Feb. 19, 1929, all tunnels and conduits 
S@uthorized to be constructed under said ordinances 
ahall become and be the absolute property of the 
city of Chicago, and the Illinois Telephone and 
. Telegraph company hereby agrees to convey said 
tunnels and conduits, free from liens and incum- 
brances, by proper deeds of conveyance to the city 
ef Chicago, or to any person, firm, or corporation 
that may be selected by the said city of Chicago. 


The committee’ seems to believe that 
under this provision the city will get twenty- 
six yeaps hence a fine system of tunnels. 
Phat is not so certain. The telephone com- 

- pany has issued $5,000,000 in bonds which 
* fall due jn 1931. They are a lien on the 
tunnels already constructed, being the im- 
portant qnes in the business district, though 
they will not be a lien on the tunnels built 

‘ under the yew ordinance if it shall pass. 

If the bonds are not paid off before 1929 
the holders will enforce their lien. The ordi- 
nance provides that the company shall con- 
vey all its tunnels “free from liens and in- 
cumbrances ”’ to the city or any person or 

Corporation selected by it. If the company 
fails to extinguish the liens and incum- 
brances, the city may sue it to enforce the 
contract, but if the company have no money 
the suit will amount to nothing, and the 
bondholders will retain. their lien on the 
tunnels which have been built up to this 
time... 

Here is a point for the lawyers in the 
council to look into. Certainly they do not 
wish to pass an ordinance which will hand 
over to the city some tunmels loaded down 
with a $5,000,000 incumbrance. It is better 
to look closely in the mouth of the gift horse 
the Illinois Telephone company is offering. 


LESSON TO MOBOCRATS. 

The shooting of rioters at Evansville is a 
painful but salutary lesson. In all prob- 
ability there will be no more mobs in. that 
city, and evil disposed men in other places 
who welcome any pretext to get up a riot 
will be more cautious lest they meet the fate 
that befell some of the Indiana law breakers. 

"The governor of Indistva is indignant be- 
cause the sheriff did not crush the mob when 
it began to form. Hesays: “If the sheriff 
had performed his duty fearlessly in the 
first place this thing never would have hap- 
pened.” Seldom, indeed, would it be neces- 
sary to call out the militia if the civil guar- 
dians of the peace were less timid and con- 
eiliatory. They can quell an incipient riot 
with clubs, but if they allow it to come to a 
head and the militia have to be called on 
sterner methods have to be used to restore 

Peace and order. Asa ruk, the calling out 
of the militia, especially in a city which has 
- -@n orgonized police force, is evidence that 
the authorities, whether sheriff, mayor, 
3 5 sor chief of police, are cowardly or ignorant. 
There was one “innocent onlooker” 
=... wmong those killed ut Evansville. Her fate 
, regrettable. She was the victim of that 
perilous curiosity which causes people to 
expose themselves fo danger whenever there 
is a riot. As for the men in the mob who 
were killed or wounded, they took their lives 
in their hands when they refused to disperse 
and continued to press upon the militia. The 
latter were patient and forbearing. If they 
\ hed not fired when they did they would have 
oe - been trampled under foot and most of-them 
would have losttheirlives. 
When the .soldiers fired the mob turned 
>. tai) and ran. It was cowardly, as are most | 


~ 


mobs. They are courageous only when they 
meet with no opposition. If the sheriff had 
called out a posse of able bodied, law abid- 
ing citizens when the trouble began the mob 
leaders would have run away almost as 
rapidly as they did day before yesterday, 
when they learned to their amazement that 
the militiamen would shoot. 

The discredit into which the sheriff of 
Vanderburg county has fallen by reason of 
his failute to use the great powers intrusted 
to him by the laws should be a warning to 
other sheriffs not to parley and reason with 
a budding mob, but use the club freely in 
order to preserve the peace—and to save 
life, 


STOCK SUBSCRIBED FOR “IN CASH.” 

Public utilities companies in Chicago of 
late years, as if by agreement, have adopted 
the practice f issuing to stockholders pro 
rata new stock to be paid for “in cash at 
par.” They make that the basis of a claim 
that all their stock is paid for incash. This 
is a_misleading erroneous statement. 
Stock ‘subscribed for “at par in cash” is 
not fully paid for in cash when it can be sold 
‘in the market at a large advance over the 
cost to the subscribing stockholder. Ifa 
subscriber can take stock at 100 and immedi- 
ately dispose of it at an advance of from 25 
to 100 per cent, manifestly he receives a 
bonus from the company. If he were to 
allow stock paying 10 per cent dividends to 
remain on deposit with the company, and if 
the dividends were used in the purchase of 
new stock paying dividends at the same 
rate, the original issue would pay for itself 
in eight or nine years. 

New stock issued in the manner described 
is usually said to represent “ improve- 
ments.” To some extent the statement is 
true, but a certain large percentage always 
represents replacements of exhausted im- 
provements which were represented by 
earlier stock issues. The capitalization in- 
creases more rapidly than the value of the 
tangible property. The American steam 
railroad company usually issues “stock or 
bonds, or both, for extensions, but pays for 
“ maintenance of equipment ” out of its cur- 
rent receipts. The public utility corpora- 
_ tions of Chicago, almost without exception, 
issue new stock to provide for both exten- 
sions and replacements. If they were to 
adopt the system which is becoming cus- 
tomary with the steam railroads their stock 
issues would be only about two-thirds of 
what they are at present, while the money 
represented by the other one-third would be 
taken out of current revenues. 

So the claim that the stock of the public 
utilities companies has actually been “ paid 
for in cash” is partly untrue, and is the 
most dangerous form of deception in that it 
is a half truth. : 

‘The stock issues have been made for three 
purposes: First, apparently to bring down 
the rate of dividends. Second, to provide 
for extensions and maintenance. Third, to 
establish claims upon the generosity or in- 
dulgence of the public, so that when a fran 
chise expires there may be a better apparent | 
basis for a renewal on favorable terms. 


JAPAN, ENGLAND, AND RUSSIA 

Japan and England have presented a 
note to China asking that empire to require 
Russia immediately to evacuate Manchu- 
ria. An answer in five days is requested. 
The five days are up today. From the 
present position of the three powers to- 
ward each other the step to war is not a 
long one. 

Russia by’ many Englishmen is consid- 
ered the natural enemy of. their country. 
The designs of the bear and fite*lion in 
Asia are supposed to be antagonistic fn 
the near east, the middle east, and the far 
east. England is jealous of Russia’s con- 
tinuing expansion in Asia, and Russia is 
angry at Eugland’s persistent and, as it 
deems, gratuitous opposition to its plans, 

In Japan the hatred of Russia is inteuse. 
When Russia mulcted Japan of Port’ Ar- 
thur, the great fruit of the Chinese-Japan- 
ese war, the hatred nearly flamed into the 
blaze of war, and it was only by the ut- 
most efforts of Marquis Ito that war was 
averted. In 1900 the Japanese soldiers 
distinguished themselves iv the mareh to 
Pekin, overshadowing the exploits of the 
Russian troops. From that moment hatred 
of Russia in Japan has beén reinforced by 
confidence. 

In 1901 Russia promised Japan, Eng- 
land, and the rest of the world to move 
its troops out of Manchuria as soon as that 
province was sufficiently pacified. The 
world now comprehends that Russia in- 
tends never to move out. The realization 
has alarmed particularly England and 
Japan—the former because of its chronic 
suspicion of Russia and dislike of losing 
Manchurian trade, the latter because Man- 
eckhuria is coterminous with the land boun- 
dary of the kingdom of Corea. | 

Now Corea is the granary of Japan. The 
Japanese people could not live unless they 
imported great quantities of rice from that 
country. Tens of thousands of Japanese 
have settled therein. Japan has always 
considered Manchuria primarily from the 
viewpoint of Corea; has always felt that 
Russian weight impending on Corea would 
meau eventually a Russian invasion of 
Corea and the threatening of the national 
life of the mikado’s empire. A week ago, 
to its astonishment, Japan leartied that not 
only was Russia determined to stay in a 
position threatening the Japanese granary, 
but that Russian troops had actually 
crossed the Yalu river on to Corean terri- 
tory. That was too much. Immediately 
the note was presented requiring the evac- 
uation by Russia of the whole province of 
Manchuria. A 

England and Japan, having different rea- 
sons for disliking Russia, dre allies in the 
far east. They may have concluded that 
the time has finally come to call a halt 
to Russian advance, and, if the command 
to halt be not heeded, to strike. They may 
believe their adversary weaker and them- 
selves stronger than will ever be the case 
again. It is not improbable that the pres- 
ent acute situation will result in war. Such 
a war would be one of the bloodiest and 
bitterest within the recollection of man. 
In’ the event of it, our state department 
would have but one proper course open to 
it—to issue an immediate declaration of 
neutrality and to see that the neutrality 
was not violated. 


MR HAY AND MR HITT. 

Ture Trisune is not informed whether 
there is ‘any truth in the report that Sec- 
retary Hay may retire from the state de- 
partment in the near future. It hopes and 
believes that the report is not true. Mr. 
Hay could not well be spared from the 
place which he has filled with credit to 
himself and to the honor and advantage 
of the country. It is not conceivable that 
Mr. Hay will retire for any reason except 
that he finds the duties of office burden, 
some and seeks the repose which he has 
so well earned. 

If, however; “in the course of human 
events,” Mr. Hay shall see fit to tender 
his resignation for reasons which must be « 


that the president will give earnest con- 
sideration to the name of the Hon. Robert 


R. Hitt as that of one well qualified to 


fill the vacancy. Mr. Hitt has all the ac- 
complishments and all the experience that 
a secretary of state should have. He en- 
joys the confidence of the president, of 
both houses of congress, and of the coun- 
try. He is.a thorovgh American, and yet 
he is not a belligerent jingo. He will not 
involve the country unduly in any iuter- 
national complications. Probably the nom- 
ination of no man. td the office of secretary 
of state would be teceived with such pub- 
lic acclaim as that of Mr. Hitt. 

Still, we hope and believe that there is 
no truth in the report of the contemplated 
retirement:of Mr. Hay. 


: THE “FREE ICE FUND.” 

The corporation counsel has been in- 
structed to investigate the ice companies 
and to prosecute them if they are raising 
their prices in violation of the ordinances. 
Investigation and prosecution have their 
uses, but they do not meet the urgent needs 
of the moment. The people who are suf- 
fering now because of the higher price of 
ice desire a present relief which no court 
will be likely to give them. It is no com- 
fort for a mother who cannot buy ice for 
an ailing child to know that for two or 
three years to come lawyers will be dis- 
cussing and courts considering the ques- 
tion whether the prices charged for ice in 
the summer of 1908 were or were uot ex- 
cessive. 

Some present relief will be afforded by 
the council appropriation of $10,000 for 
the distribution of ice among those who 
cannot buy it if the money can be had. 
That sum, judiciously handled by the heal 
department, which is intrusted with i 
disbursement, will do much good. 

Another agency for relief which has even 
greater potentialities for good is the “ free 
ice fund” which Tue Trisune is estab- 
lishing with the assistance of the wurm 
hearted people of Chicago, who respond to 
any call made on them.for aid to relieve 
the misery of their fellow creatures. The 
sum which the city, with its scanty rev- 
enues, can give is small beside that which 
a generous public can give when it is as- 
sured of a pressing demand for relief. 
There is such a demand. Babies are dying 
and invalids are suffering for lack of a 
piece of ice which means to them sweet 
milk or cold water. There will be no reck- 
less distribution of the gifts of the public 
by the managers of the “ free ice fund.” 
They will see to it that the charity intended 
for the suffering poor does not go to the 
unworthy, but reaches its destination. The 
“ free ice fund ” is a practical benevolence 
which should commend itself to all.

Ferdinand of Bulgaria narrowly escaped the 

fate of King Alexander of Servia in Septem- 

ber Jast year, on the occasion of the festivi- 
ties in connection with the inauguration of 
the memorial to the Russian troops who 
had fallen in the storming of the Shipka Pass 
in the war of 1877. It may be remembered 
that Grand Duke Nicholas Nicolaivitch of 


visit was to have lasted’ a week, and thata 
jong program of entertainments had been 
organized in his honor, yet he suddenly left 
Bulgaria four days before the date appointed 
for his departure, Prince Ferdinand imme- 
diately afterwards withdrawing to his coun- 
try place at Euxinograd, where he remained 
in strict seclusion, his yacht being kept with 
steam up ready for immediate departure. 

It now turns out that whilst the ceremonies 
for the inauguration of the memorial were in 
progress Prince Ferdinand was made aware 
that a plot was in existence for his assassina- 
tion during the cotirse of the maneuvers 
scheduled for the following day, and that the 
conspirators intended to proclaim his little 9 
year old boy, Prince Boris, sovereign in his 
stead, under the guardianship and regency 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas Nicolaivitch, 
who, it is needless to add, was an entire 
stranger to the scheme. 

The conspirators, whose ringleader was a 
member of the Daneff administration, that 
is to say a cabinet minister of the name of 
Ludskanoff, anticipated that the presence 
on the scene of so many Russian officers and 
veterans who had taken part in the war of 
liberation of Bulgaria from Turkish rule 
would facilitate the execution of their plan, 
and.would prove sufficient to overcome any 
opposition on the part of Bulgarian patriots 
to the proclamation of the grand duke as 
regent. 

The prince, immensely perturbed by the 
discovery. immediately communicated the 
latter to the grand duke, who advised him 
to say nothing about the matter, and, while 
taking measurés to prevent the accomplish- 
ment of the conspiracy, to prevent its becom- 
ing known. Ferdinand followed this advice, 
and surrounded himself with men upon whose 
devotion he believed he could absolutely rely. 
while the grand duke left early the following 


ficers who had accompanied him to Bul- 
garia, realizing that his presence there con- 
stituted a danger to Ferdinand, and that if 
the latter were by any chance to be assas- 
sinated, and he, the grand duke. proclaimed 
regent of Bulgaria, it’ would be a matter of 
some difficulty to relieve himself and the pan- 
Slav movement of suspicion of complicity tn 
the plot, at any rate in the eyes of those 
people abroad whose prejudice against Rus- 
sia causes them to see an unsavory musco- 
vite intrigue in everything that takes place 
in the Balkans. 

The ringleader of the conspiracy seems to 
have been warned in time of its discovery. 
For he escaped into Russia. I may add, that 
he had already taken part Jn the kidnaping 
of Prince Alexander of Bulgaria. and is popu- 
larly believed to have played an important 
role in the murder of the Bulgarian ex-Pre- 
mier Stambuloff. Several of his fellow plot- 
ters were, however. captured and thrown 
into prison, where they still remain vainly 
awaiting their trial. 

There fs no truth whatsoever in the story 
published far and wide to the effect that 
King Peter had, before leaving Geneva, ad- 
dressed to the publishers of the Almanach 
de Gotha an application for the Insertion 
of his name in the next issue of the Alma- 
nach, and that this demand had been rejected 
on the ground that the publishers had no in- 
formation as to the authenticity of his rights 
to the Servian throne. The fact that the 
king is now the de facto and duly elected 
ruler of Servia. and that he has been recog- 
nized as such by the various European sov- 

reigns, including the emperors of Russia, 

ustria, and Germany, fs sufficient to insure 
the appearance of his name as king of Servia 
in the next issue of that volume, providing 
he does not share his predecessor's fate be- 
| fore the end of the year. 
| The people who started the story had 
probably in mind the fact that the publishers 
of the Almanach have allowed the name of 
Prince Ernest of Great. Britain. duke of 
Cumberland, to appear in the nages of the 
Almanach as sovereign duke of Brunswick, 
although he is only so de jure and not de 
facto. But he is recognized by the powers 
as de jure duke of Brunswick, and as being 
merely barred from the exercise of his sover- 
eignty owing to his refusal to recognize the 
existing constitution of the federation of 
German sovereign states known as the Ger- 
man empire. 

Possibly the authors of the story likewise 
had in mind the fact that when the first 
Napoleon at the beginning of the last cen- 
tury abolished scores of petty sovereigns, de- 
priving them of their thrones and of their 
dominions, the publishers of the Almanach 
declined to take. into account these high- 


| handed preceedings and continued to publish 


the names of the deposed sovereigns as if they 
were still in possession of their thrones. 
Napoleon regarded this as a gross insult to- 
wards himself, and under a threat of im- 


prisonment of the publishers, suc- 
ceeded in compelling them to reeall 
the entire issue and to print a new 


edition in conformity with his: views and 
with his rearrangement of the frontiers and 
thrones of Europe. This is the only case on 
record when the publishers of the Almanach 
have first of all declined to recognize the 
‘*fait accompli,”’ and where they have sub- 
sequently been obliged to issue a new edi- 
tlon edited and compiled in conformity with 
the wishes of an old world soveréign. 

France’s nobility possesses no more strik- 
ing or popular figure than the dowager 
duchess of Uzes, who, although a grand- 
mother, is far from being an old woman, be- 
ing considerably younger than Queen Alex- 
andra of England and not far over 50. She 
has just come once more before the public in 
a most remarkable letter addressed to the 
bishop of Nancy, who had from the pulpit 
and in pastorals vigorously condemned 
charity bazaars and other entertainments 
in behalf of philanthropic objects in conse- 
quence of their worldly pomp and glittering 
show. 

The duchess, who is a most devout woman, 
expresses in language as deferentif®1 and be- 
coming as her sincere piety is edifying her 
firm intention of following her own way in 
the matter of charitable entertainments and 
of remaining in an opinion which she grieves 
not to share with him. She reminds him 
| that the eloquence of the pulpit is not a 
weapon which may be wielded by a woman, 
that she uses such means of helping others 
as are at her disposal, humbly hoping that 
the martyrs of the charity bazaar, which 
was destroyed by flames in Paris, were not 
found to be “ overdressed "’ or “‘ overworld- 
ly” when suddenly called by that dreadful 
tragedy into the presence of the great judge 
of all men and women. 

The duchess is a busy woman, and in spite 
of her many interests, comprising hunting, 
sculpture, charity. bazaars, etc., finds time 
to devote one day each week to serving as a 
nurse in the great cancer hospital at Paris.

THINK PLAYER A SUICIDE. 


LOFTUS’ PLAYERS SAY DELEHAN- 
TY WAS DESPONDENT. 


Wite of Missing Man Receives Informa- 
tion That Unknown Person Was 
Drowned at Fort Erie — Baseball 
Ticket Points to Washington Field- 
er—His Mother Thinks Foul Piay Is 
the Explanation, as He Had Valua- 
ble Diamonds When He Disappeared 


Washington, D. C., July 7.—Word received 
in Washington today leaves little doubt that 
Ed Delehanty, the famous ball player, com- 
mitted suicide or was accidentally drowned 
at Fort Erie, Ont., on the night of July 2. 
He left Detroit that day in a despondent 
frame of mind after several days’ dissipation. 
A letter received by Mrs. Delehanty says an 
unknown man on the night in question had 
some difficulty with a bridgetender at Fort 
Erie and fell or jumped into the river. 

A dress suit case was recovered and in this 
was found ticket No. 26, issued by the Wash- 
ington club to Delehanty. Manager Loftus 
and the players here regard the proof as con- 
clusive of Delehanty’s death. He had been 
in anything but good form owing to his dis- 
appointment in not being able to accept the 
large salary offered by the New York Na- 
tional league club. 

The day he left Detroit he had taken out 
an accident policy, made payable to his little 
daughter, and he wrote a letter in which he 
expressed the hope that the train he was 
taking would run off the track or that some- 
thing would happen to him. 


Mother Suspects Foul Play. 


Cleveland, O., July 7.—ijSpecial.}—The dis- 
appearance of Ed Delehanty, the famous 
baseball player, is causing his mother, who 
resides in this city, much worriment. Today 
Mrs. Delehatty, who was with Ed in Detroit 
an the day he disappeared, said: “‘ Ed has 
not committed suicide, I am sure of that, 
but I do fear he has met with foul play, as 
when he left me he had considerable money 
and $1,500 worth of diamonds on his person. 

“For all we know he was robbed and 
thrown in the river at Detroit. I do not 
think he has gone to New York to report 
to Mr. Brush, as he would not allow me and 
his wife to worry so long in this way. 

‘“When he left me at Detroit he said he 
was going back to the hotel t get ready to 
accompany the team to Washington.” 

The local police received a telegram yesterday 
asking them to find Edward Delehanty, who has 
been playing with the Washington club. Dele- 
hanty has been missing for a week, according to 
the telegram, and Manager Tom Loftus of the 
Washington club does not know what to think of 
his absence, and has decided to start a search for 
his player. The Chicago detectives were unable 
to find him yesterday.

Protective Body of Shareholders Also 
Active in Its Endeavor to Get Con- 
trol—Condition of National Banks of 
the United States No Better than it 
Was July of Last Year—New York 
Exchange Goes to a Discount—Fi- 
nancial Notes. 


It was officially announced yesterday that 
the Lake street “L’’ securities) committee 
had received sufficient deposits of stock to 
warrant it in proceeding with its reorganiza- 
tion plan. It is known that in the main this 
plan provides for an assessment on the 
stock, the retirement of the present 5 per 
cent bond issue with a 4 per cent issue, and 
the giving of stock in a new company in re- 
turn for whatever assessment is made on the 
present stock issue of $1,000,000.

The securities committee, of which H. N. 
Higinbotham is chairman, met yesterday and 
adopted the following: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the commit- 
tee sufficient of the first mortgage bonds, income 
bonds, and stock of the Lake Street Elevated 
railroad company have been deposited with the 
depositary to warrant the committee in proceed- 


ing to formulate some plan for adjustment of the 
financial affairs of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 


road company. 

Resolved, the committee do to 
form such plan, and that pending the preparation 
of such plan the time for the deposit of securities 
with the depositary be and is hereby extended to 
and including Sept. 15, 1903. 

J. B. Dennis of Blair & Co. was In confer- 
ence yesterday with Lake Street and North- 
western “L” officials. The decision to go 
ahead with the consideration of the reorgan- 
ization plan resulted immediately from Mr. 
Dennis’ presence here. 

The protective committee appointed by the 
stockholders is busy securing stock and 
thinks it will be able to geta majority. This 
may or may not complicate matters from the 
reorganization committee’s standpoint. 

Mr. Dennis was quoted yesterday as say-, 
ing the Ravenswood extension of the North- 
western elevated would be actively taken 
up as soon as the ordinance is passed by the 
city council. However, no money of conse- 


‘quence will be required for some months. It 


is not expected that building operations can 
begin before next spring. 


Exchange Goes to Discount. 

For the first time since March 6 New York 
exchange yesterday went to discount. It is 
now expected that it will continue below par 
for several weeks.
